Text, “And that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third day, ac- 
cording to the scriptures,” 1 Cor. 15:4. 
“To whom also he showed himself 
alive after his passion by many in- 
fallible proofs, being seen of them 
forty days, and speaking of the things 
pertaining to the kingdom of God,” 
Acts 1:3. “If Christ be not risen, then 
is your preaching vain, and your faith 
is also vain,” 1 Cor. 15:14. 


F ALL the interesting and pro- 
found subjects of the Bible, the 
resurrection is the most outstanding. 
Of those eventful days preceding, 
during, and immediately following the 
resurrection more has been written 
and more careful details given than 
of any other event described in God’s 
Holy Book. The Apostle Paul, in rea- 
soning about the great and wonderful 
subject of the resurrection, said, “If 
there be, (or can be) no resurrection 
of the dead, then Christ has not risen; 
And if Christ be not risen, then is 
our preaching vain, and your faith is 
also vain. ... For if the dead rise not, 
then is not Christ raised.” In short, 
if the resurrection be untrue, then all 
the principal evidence of Christianity 
is gone. If there be no resurrection, 
the apostles and all others witnessing 
to such are liars, false witnesses, and 
deceivers; all preaching of the cross 
and the resurrection is foolish; and all 
men claiming to be born again and 
walking in newness of life are like- 
wise false. Oh, what a dark, terrible, 
indescribable monster death would be 
were it not for a resurrection. The in- 
fidel, the atheist, the agnostic stare 
into the black darkness of eternity 
without a ray of hope. 

Renan, the French infidel, wrote of 
the life of Jesus; and when he had 
brought it along as far as the cross, 
where Jesus died, he wrote finis 
(which to him meant the end). He 
said that the resurrection of Jesus 
was a myth and that the theory of a 
resurrected God came out of the pas- 
sion and strong imagination of Mary 
Magdalene, a hallucinated woman. 

When the Lord arose a victor over 
death, hell, and the grave, the soldiers 
about the tomb were as dead. They 
were faced with the fact of an empty 
tomb. But the Jews immediately com- 


posed a lie and stated that while the . 


guards slept, the disciples stole the 
body of Christ. It has been said that 
if all the infidels on this side of hell 
were to go into session for the purpose 
of exploding and overthrowing the 
resurrection of Jesus, one could hurl 
the empty sepulchre into the midst 
of their diabolical deliberations and 
utterly confound and confuse them. 
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Oh, the empty grave! That which 
the enemies of Christ had feared had 
come upon them! They had told—lie 
No. 1—that the disciples had stolen 
the body. The Jews gave large sums 
of money to the soldiers, saying, 
“Say ye his disciples came by night 
and stole him away while we slept.” 
But the disciples were despondent, 
discouraged, and fearful; and they 
would not have attempted to buy the 
soldiers off. They knew that the 
breaking of the seal would mean 
death; and it would have meant death 
to the soldiers to claim that they had 
slept. Furthermore, the argument is 


foolish for the disciples believed in 
and preached the resurrection and 
sealed their testimony with their lite’s 
blood. They would never have stoien 
the body and lied about it. No, never! 
If the enemies had stolen the body, 
they would have produced it after- 
wards to disprove the claim of any 
resurrection. Tnis was not done. The 
disciples had not stolen it; so the ene- 
mies of the resurrection were still 
faced with the fact of an empty tomb. 

Some claimed that Jesus only 
swooned and that the coolness of the 
tomb and the fragrance of the oint- 
ment restored Him to life. But how 
could one after such a strenuous or- 
deal, one who had been adjudged 
dead and properly buried, make all 
those appearances at the various 
places immediately? Under normal 
conditions, a person who had under- 
gone such an ordeal would at least 
be a subject for the hospital for 
weeks. 

For Him to have faked such a lie 
would have, of course, made Him the 
greatest imposter who ever lived— 
and how can that possibility be har- 
monized with the testimony of His 
being a good man, as was witnessed 
by those who knew Him. 

The enemies of the cross and the 
resurrection likewise have to try to 
tell why we have the Lord’s day of 
worship changed to the first day of 
the week and then why there is a 
Christian church and why there is the 
New Testament. The questions can- 
not be answered except by admitting 
that there was a resurrection and 
that Jesus Christ was all that He 
claimed to be—the Son of God, the 
resurrection, and the life! 

It is true Mary Magdalene alone 
was the first to see our risen Lord. 
Here, upon the brow of love, the crown 
of first distinction was placed, for 
her biography is given in three words, 
“She loved much.” Then He appeared 
to a band of faithful and holy women 
who were hastening from the empty 
sepulchre to announce the resurrec- 
tion to the apostles in obedience to an 
angelic command. The third mani- 
festation was to Simon Peter alone, 
whose biography has been given in 
three words, “He wept bitterly.” Jesus 
remembered those tears with His pres- 
ence. The fourth appearance was to 
two down-hearted disciples journey- 
ing to Emmaus. Their hearts burned 
within them as He brought to them 
the meaning of the scriptures; and 
when at the end of their journey, at 
their bidding, He turned in and be- 
gan to break bread with them, they 
perceived that He was their Lord. 

The next epiphany (or manifesta- 
tion) was at the close of the first 
Easter Sabbath, when our Lord by His 
divine presence endorsed or inaugur- 
ated the first day of the week as the 
day of public worship. All the disci- 
ples were gathered together except

Europe’s Starving Children 


James Wood Johnson, of New York, 
founder of the American Volunteer 
Ambulance Corps, declared at a mass 
meeting that everyone in civilized 
countries has a responsibility to as- 
sist in feeding the starving children 
of Europe. He stated, “Whole families, 
including babies, are dying of tuber- 
culosis in blackened cellars and 
wrecked buildings. Distorted, emaci- 
ated bodies, and apathetic minds of 
juvenile victims of starvation. Anemic 
school children, some with thickened 
tongues and blackened skins of pel- 
lagra, attended classes in unheated 
rooms, wearing ragged overcoats to 
keep warm. Robber bands of boys and 
girls roving the streets in search of 
scraps of food.”

Student Religious Report 


Sunday School Times reported a 
survey made by Fortune Magazine as 
part of a series of Surveys of Public 
Opinion, for November-December of 
the opinions of “a faithfully balanced 
cross section of high school students” 
on many subjects. The question of 
religion was, of course, of most im- 
portance and stands as follows. The 
students were asked: “About how 
often do you go to church as a usual 
thing?” The replies showed that 56.5 
per cent of all students attended 
weekly or more often; 22.0 two or 
three times a month; 7.8 monthly; 8.6 
less than monthly; 5.1 do not attend 
church. An analysis of these replies 
showed that there was some varia- 
tion among boys and girls, seniors 


and freshmen. To the question: “Do. 


you think there is a God who rewards 
and punishes after death? (If no or 
don’t know.) Do you personally think 
there is a life after death?” The re- 
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plies showed that 82.0 per cent of all 
students believe there is a God who 
rewards and punishes after death; 7.1 
don’t believe there is such a God, but 
think there is a life after death; 6.6 
don’t believe in such a God and don’t 
believe in a life after death; 4.3 don’t 
know. There is a challenge in these 
figures to Christian people.

Religion at the Peace Table 


There is constant mention of the 
place of “religion” and the church 
at the peace table and in post-war 
problems. Such representation is 
most certainly needed. However, let 
me here say that unless the church 
can produce spiritual uplift to the 
family and community while the war 
is on, the church will be a thing quite 
“antiquated” by the time the war is 
over. If the church is to be worth 
much after the war is past, it must 
prove that worth today. We need a 
revival to bring the family back to 
God. Unless this is done we face a 
national calamity, of the laxity and 
lawlessness of sin. It is not post-war 
problems that should concern us now; 
it is the problems of today. The church 
must become a power of evangelism 
today if it is to be worth anything to- 
morrow. God help the cold formali- 
ties that go on under the guise of 
Christianity, and God help those who 
foster or sponsor them.

Washington and Liquor 


The pro and con relative to liquor 
in the Congressional Record as men- 
tioned on pages 2908-2909, dated April 
2, is herewith given below in part. 

Mathematical Proof 

(a) Individually we are spending 
daily almost one-tenth as much on 
liquor as on the war. Yearly we spend 
$4,700,000,000 on liquor; $52,000,000,- 
000 on the war. Per day we spend $2,- 
287,000 on liquor; $142,465,000 on the 
war. Per capita per day is $0.10 for 
liquor; $1.06 for war. (United States 
Department of Commerce, February 
26, 1943.) 

(b) Arrests for drunkenness of 
girls under twenty-one increased last 
year over 1941 to the extent of 39.9 
per cent. Arrests for drunkenness of 
boys under twenty-one increased last 
year over 1941 to the extent of 30.3 
per cent. (J. Edgar Hoover, Evening 
Star, Washington, D. C., February 19, 
1943.) 

(c) Our Capital and seat of war 
planning, Washington, is wetter than 
the wettest state in the Union. “Dis- 
trict of Columbia drinks four times as 
much per person as the Nation as a 


whole.” (Dr. George B. Cutten.) Lat- 
est estimate: 414 gallons to 5.02 gal- 
lons per capita. 

(d) Consumption for year ending 
July, 1942, including seven months of 
war, increased 16,591,950 gallons over 
previous year of domestic distilled 
spirits. (Internal Revenue Bureau.) 

(g) Dr. Dayton, Rockefeller Founda- 
tion: “20 per cent of mental patients 
in United States are alcoholics.” 


(h) Dr. George B. Cutten: “Some 
physicians say that as many as 90 per 
cent of venereal infections are con- 
tracted when under the influence of 
alcohol.” 

(i) “Alcohol causes more deaths 
than any one of thirty-one infectious 
diseases, some of which were formerly 
veritable scourges.” (Dr. Lawrence 
Kolb, United States Public Health 
Service.) 

(j) “A million or more persons who, 
because of excessive indulgence and 
special susceptibility, are in danger 
of becoming alcoholics.” (Dr. Law- 
rence Kolb.) 

(k) “The economic loss to the Na- 
tion of those who have indulged in 
alcohol sufficiently to be arrested is 
over $5,000,000,000 annually.” (Dr. H. 
M. Pollock, New York State Health 
Department.) 

(1) “The amount spent directly for 
liquor yearly is about twice as much 
s we spend for education of aii kincs 
for all kinds of people in the United 
States, including Alaska.” (Dr. George 
Barr Cutten, president, Colgate Uni- 
versity.) 

Dr. Charles E. Maddry, a witness to 
the treacherous attack on Pearl Har- 
bor, says: “There were 4,000 saloons, 
more than half of which were oper- 
ated by Japs. Free liquor was served 
American sailors and soldiers the 
night before the treacherous assault.” 
Following this, seventy-seven days of 
prohibition followed. Dr. George B. 
Cutten says: “When prohibition was 
discontinued by military order, during 
the next thirty days the average num- 
ber of arrests was more than six 
times the average during the seventy- 
seven days of prohibition.” 

“Hitler’s youth is forbidden to 
drink. Japan some time ago decreased 
the manufacture of alcoholic bever- 
age 50 per cent. Russia also greatly 
decreased manufacture and distribu- 
tion of alcoholic beverages. On the, 
other hand, Germany is making alco- 
hol available to captive nations it 
wishes to destroy.” Of Germany: 
“There is no absolute prohibition but 
chronic alcoholics may be sterilized 
under the law for the prevention of 
morbid heredity.” (Dr. Lawrence 
Kolb, Assistant United States Surgeon 
General.) Verdict of the French Gov- 
ernment: “Alcohol was the chief 
cause of the French army’s collapse, 
and the worst of France’s four great- 
est problems. Our soldiers were drunk 
and could not fight.”

HE fact of the resurrection is an 
old one, yet it is ever new, and 
one of great comfort to every true 
child of God because it carries with 
it the thought of “life, and life ever- 
more.” Jesus would comfort His own 
with the fact of His resurrection when 
He would speak of His sufferings to 
them; reminding them that He would 
rise from the dead, thus proving to 
them that He was really and truly the 
Son of God. 


When Jesus bowed His head and 
died; when He said, “It is finished,” 
after being so cruelly mistreated by 
His own, and was laid away in the 
tomb by a rich man, this was not the 
end of Him. Some thought it was, yet 
there was fear in their hearts that 
He might rise again and they gave 
orders that the sepulchre be well 
guarded and that a stone be placed 
at the mouth thereof with the 
Roman seal on it, thus making them- 
selves believe that He would not be 
taken away by His followers. But the 
Man who had thus suffered at their 
cruel hands (had been reviled, and 
had received five wounds because of 
their hatred toward Him) was not an 
ordinary man, neither was He a “de- 
ceiver” as they had thought. No, but 
it was He of whom God Himself had 
said, “I am well pleased”; the One 
who had spread cheer and had given 
comfort to those who had been dis- 
turbed by the enemy. It was He who 
had finished the work which His 
Father had given Him to do, and it 
was His prayer that He might be 
glorified with the glory He had with 
Him before the foundation of the 
world, which He was now about to 
realize. He had borne the reproach of 
His enemies and had been dumb be- 
fore them as a lamb before his 
shearer. 


We are told that on that resurrec- 


tion morning, when the earth stag-~ 


gered under an earthquake, an angel 
descended, rolled back the _ great 
stone, broke the Roman seal, and 
escorted the Son of God (the one-time 
despised man) out of the tomb, while 
His enemies fell like dead men. God 
was now honoring His Son and was 
giving all evidence to the world that 
He was truly the One of whom the 
patriarchs and prophets had been 
testifying. Yes, He was the Son of 
God with power. 

We would do well to remember that 
the message of the angel to those 
women seeking Jesus was to “Go 
quickly, and tell his disciples that he 
is risen.from the dead.” Their hearts 
had been heavy, their- hopes blasted: 
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they had been fearful, and needed 
just a message of this kind for it 
carried with it something encourag- 
ing, something uplifting and some- 
thing that gladdened their hearts. 

There is something about the res- 
urrection of Christ which is so com- 
forting; it carries with it such assur- 
ance, and “that something” which 
causes the soul to anchor more deep- 
ly in the promises of God’s Word. It is 
a message that reaches beyond the 
grave and strengthens in regard to 
the future life. The prophets and 
sages believed in it and looked for- 
ward to it. Job declared that though 
his body should be eaten by earth- 
worms yet in his flesh he would sec 
God. Daniel said something about 
“those who sleep in the dust shall 
awake to everlasting life” and this 
because thev believed on and served 
the CHRIST. who is THE RESUR- 
RECTION AND LIFE. 

The “resurrection of Christ” was 
the main theme of the apostles after 
the day of Pentecost. It seems that it 
was stamped in their very minds and 
hearts, and among all the wonderful 
statements made bv Peter on that 
memorable day of Pentecost he did 
not forget to tell those Jews (and 
all present) that it was “not possible 
that he (Christ) should be holden of 
death.” and that God raised Him up 
the third dav. He declared later that 
we, too. have a “lively hope” whicn 
has come to us through the resurrec- 
tion of Christ from the dead. We have 
the assurance that because He lives 
we shall live also. 

But someone will ask, “How are the 
dead raised? and with what body will 
thev come forth?” Certainly not with 
a corruntible body, for it was “sown in 
corruption but it will be raised in in- 
corruption.” The body in which we 
now live is a poor tent, at the best. 
It is a crumbling house with trem- 
bling walls; a house in which we 
shiver in the cold of winter and suf- 
fer in the heat of summer. 

We are told that when John Quincy 
Adams was eighty years old he met 
an old friend on the streets of Bos- 
ton who shook his trembling hand and 
said, “Good morning, and how is John 
Quincy Adams today?” “Thank you,” 
replied the former president, “John 
Quincy Adams is weli, sir, quite well, 
I thank you, but the house in which 
he lives at present is becoming dilap- 
idated; it is crumbling upon its foun- 
dation. ‘Time’ and the seasons have 
nearly destroyed it. Its roof is pretty 
well worn out; its walls are much 
shattered and it crumbles with every 





wind. The old tenement is becoming 
almost uninhabitable and I think 
John Quincy Adams will have to move 
out of it soon, but he himself is quite 
well, sir, quite well.” 


The wise man was exactly right 
when he told us that the strong men 
would bow themselves; the grinders 
would cease because they were few 
and those that look out of the window 
be darkened. Then he went on to tell 
us that the time would come when 
the dust would return to earth as it 
was and the spirit would return to 
God who gave it. Surely, the machin- 
ery of our body can quickly become 
disorganized and the marks of decay 
make their appearance, but it will not 
be so with that new body; it will be 
raised in incorruption. “We know,” 
said Paul, “that if our earthly house 
of this tabernacle were dissolved, we 
have a building of God, an house not 
made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens.” The place in which our 
souls now dwell is a tabernacle; up 
there we will have a house. There is 
no storm that can ever shatter that 
mansion; it will never be weary nor 
decay. Time will make no mark upon 
it, and the dart of death will never 
pierce it through. It will never be 
bowed with age, become worn with 
weakness, nor be touched by disease. 
Thank God, it is incorruptible! 

Another wonderful mark of the 
resurrected body will be its “beauty.” 
We are told that it was sown in dis- 
honor but it will be raised in glory. 
We think of the Easter lily and from 
what it came; it is sown in dishonor, 
it is raised in glory. It was once w 
rough bulb but was raised a ma‘ch- 
less bloom, which makes it a thing of 
beauty and enjoyed. So it is with the 
resurrection of the body; it is sown in 
dishonor, it is raised in glory. 

Then again the holy writer informs 
us that it is sown in weakness but 
raised in power. I don’t know that I 
fully understand the wonders of the

NTRODUCTION—Easter with its 

glorious memories brings to our 
hearts a warmth that no other oc- 
casion can. The thoughts of Easter 
are so invigorating that dead hopes 
are revived, worthless lives are made 
useful and the fires of Christianity 
are kept ever burning. 

It’s no wonder our pulses quicken 
as we read our threefold text: “And 
GO QUICKLY, AND TELL his dis- 
ciples that HE IS RISEN from the 
dead; and, behold, he goeth before 
you into Galilee; there shall ye see 
him: lo, I have told you,” Matt. 28:7. 

I can easily understand why the 
command GO QUICKLY. Only a few 
days hence a few faithful followers 
had, with saddened hearts and de- 
jected minds, followed a solemn pro- 
cession out to Golgotha’s brow, and 
stood there amidst the jeering and 
mocking crowd and watched what 
seemed to them the last ray of hope 
perish before their very eyes. I think 
we get their true feeling from Luke 
24:21, “We trusted it had been he 
which should have redeemed Israel.” 

Only a few days prior to this, I can 
almost see the Apostle Peter with 
tears in his eyes, and hear him utter 
these immortal words, “Lord, to 
whom shall we go? thou hast the 
words of eternal life.” But now, the 
One who spoke of eternal things, of 
real life, never-dying life, joy, exceed- 
ing joy, was dying on a cruel cross;

(Work of Chaplains 


APTAIN Robert D. Workman, 
Chief of Chaplains, United 
States Navy, writing on the work of 
the chaplains, quoted a letter recent- 
ly received from a chaplain at a Navy 
station on the west coast, which re- 
lates a story that is typical of the 
year-round devotion of the chaplain 
to his duty. This story concerns a trip 
the chaplain made by plane to hold 
a regular weekly worship service for 
the men at an outpost station on an 
island. 

On his previous weekly visit to the 
island, this chaplain had made plans 
for the service the following Sunday, 
selecting hymns for the choir of blue- 
jackets to practice, and outlining the 
program for the yeoman to mimeo- 
graph. 

“Then came Sunday morning with 
a zero-zero ceiling and all planes 
grounded,” wrote the chaplain. “At 
1000 (10 a. m.) a wireless was sent 
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to the island dispersing the 100 sail- 
ors who were already sitting in 
church, waiting for their ‘sky pilot’ to 
drop out of the sky and conduct their 
worship service.” 

The chaplain refused to give up 
hope and stood by. “By 1400 (2 p. m.) 
the fog had lifted enough for a take- 
off. The men at the island were in- 
formed by wireless to sound church 
call at 1600 (4 p. m.). An hour before 
the time appointed for the service, 
our plane roared into the air. 


“The field of our destination has an 


-elevation of 900 feet. We went over 


the island at 2,000 feet and couldn’t 
even see it. The pilot eased the plane 
down through the clouds and found 
that we had a 50-foot ceiling. He slid 
in under the clouds and made a per- 
fect three-point landing. 

“The executive officer met me at 
the. plane and took me to church. 


“The boatswain’s mate piped and 


announced to the crew: ‘The smoking 
lamp is out. Knock off all card games, 
turn off all radios and maintain 
Silence about the decks during divine 
services.” 


“The church pennant was hoisted 
above the national ensign and the 
services began. America’s fighting 
bluejackets were worshipping Al- 
mighty God. 


“At 1700 (5 p. m.) I was back in the 
air, racing home, trying to beat a 
combination of darkness and fog that 
was fast making flying anything but 
safe. 


“I felt good all over for having had 
the opportunity to serve these men 
and to give them a chance to worship 
God together. The officers and men 
on this island have shown a fine 
spirit of cooperation ever since the 
weekly services were inaugurated.”

HEN we think of the glorious 

hope of the resurrection, what a 
great inspiration it has been to God’s 
people all down through the ages. 
When Jesus was here with His apos- 
tles, they were daily meeting with 
people who disbelieved their doctrine 
and what they taught. Those people 
had never faced anything that had 
brought as much contention as the 
question of the resurrection.

meaning. But now they did under- 
stand that He was once dead but was 
now alive. They knew Jesus had been 
put to death. They possibly knew that 
the tomb had been sealed and the 
guards placed there to see that no 
one entered to steal the body of Jesus. 
But on the third day, as Jesus had 
told them, an angel came down and 
the guards were so frightened they 
became as dead men. Oh, the sad 
night passed and the morning came. 
The angel, his face like the brightest 
said, “Why seek ye 
the living among the dead? He is not 
here, but is risen.” 

In John 11:1-25 we find that Jesus 
had so often visited the home of 


Mary, Martha, and Lazarus, but one 
day Lazarus died and Jesus was 
called. Martha met:Him and told Him 
of the death of her brother. Jesus 
said, “He shall live again.” She 
thought He was speaking of the final 
resurrection, and said, “I know he 
shall rise again in the resurrection of 
the last day.” But Jesus said, John 11: 
25, “I am the resurrection, and the 
life: he that believeth in me, though 
he were dead, yet shall he live.” Jesus 
came to the tomb with Mary and 
Martha. Jesus lifted up His eyes and 
said, “Father, I thank thee that thou 
hast heard me. And I knew that thou 
hearest me always: but because of 
the people which stand by I said it, 
that they may believe that thou hast 
sent me.” When He thus had spoken, 
He cried with a loud voice, “Lazarus, 
come forth,” and he that was dead 
came forth. He came forth with the 
same hands and same feet that went 
into the tomb, still bound; the same 
body, the same Lazarus. Those doubt- 
ing Jews knew that Lazarus had been 
dead for four days and they knew it 
was the same Lazarus after he was 
resurrected. We believe in the resur- 
rection while some doubt. You remem- 
ber Thomas doubted and would not 
believe until he touched the nail 
prints in Jesus’ hands and thrust his 
hand into His side. It made a believer 
of him. We have many doubting 
Thomases today, many unbelievers in 
the world; but when Jesus comes and 
the glorious resurrection takes place, 
it will make believers out of many 
who will be left here to go through 
the tribulation. 


Notice the text again. Jesus said, 
“T am the resurrection, and the life: 
he that believeth in me, though he 
were dead, yet shall he live.” Do you 
believe in Him? Do you believe His 
teachings? Do you believe in the cru- 
cifixion, His shed blood to sanctify? 
Do you believe in the resurrection and 
that He now lives? Read John 6:40. 
James 5:25, “Verily, verily I say unto 
you, The hour is coming and now is, 
when the dead shall hear the voice of 
the Son of God and they that hear 
shall live.” 1 Thess. 4:16, “For the 
Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout with the voice 
of the archangel and with the trump 
of God, and the dead in Christ shall 
rise first.” Rev. 20:6, “Blessed and 
holy is he that hath part in the first 
resurrection.”

Text, “He is not here: for he is 
risen, as he said. Come, see the place 
where the Lord lay,” Matt. 28:6. 

EFORE the time of the text, the 
Lord had just gone through the 
last trial on the old rugged cross. 
Joseph, a disciple of Jesus, went to 
Pilate to beg the body of the one who 
had proved Himself to be the Son of 
the living God. Nicodemus and Josepn 
partially embalmed the body of Jesus 
and laid it in Joseph’s new tomb. 

I can visualize the scene as the 
huge stone is being rolled over the 
entrance of the sepulchre. There is 
the lifeless form of Jesus, the one who 
told Nicodemus how he could be born 
again, walked the shores of Galilee, 
and had won their confidence, love 
and respect. They are gloomy. They 
seem to have no hope for a resurrec- 
tion. It looks as if the flame of Chris- 
tianity has been extinguished by the 
stone which was rolled over the 
grave. 

Little do they realize the greatest 
battle between the powers of hell and 
heaven is being fought as the body 
of their Lord lies in the sepulchre. 
The greatest battle was not fought on 
cruel Calvary, but was fought in 
Joseph’s new tomb. If Satan could 
have hindered the resurrection of our 
Savior, we would not have this certi- 
fied Christianity and accredited sal- 
vation which is accepted and pliable 
in darkest Africa as well as our own 
United States. 

Thank God for the resurrection 
power which is a reality to us in this 
day and time. We know that we have 
a risen, exalted, and vitalizing, heav- 
enly friend. We do not feel as Mary 
Magdalene and the others, who were 
going to the grave to put sweet smell- 
ing spices and ointment on the body 
of Jesus. This party was going as a 
funeral procession to embalm their 
Galilean friend and to pay their last 
respects to their Savior. Thank God, 
we, who have felt the resurrection 
power quicken our mortal bodies, can 
sound a bugle of triumph to our ex- 
alted and risen King, who is more 
than a conqueror. 

As Mary arrives at the tomb and 
finds it empty, instead of her believ- 
ing in the resurrection which Jesus 
had foretold, she began to weep and 
say to Peter and John, “They have 
taken away the Lord out of the sep- 
ulchre, and we know not where they 
have laid him,” John 20:2. But the 
angel of the Lord, which rolled away 
the stone and thus started the blaze 
of Christianity which all the forces 
of -hell can. never. extinguish, said 
unto her, “He is not here: for he is 
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risen, as he said. Come, see the place 
where the Lord lay,” Matt. 28:6. 

Not until Mary heard the risen 
King speak her name plainly did she 
realize the power of the resurrection. 
Neither did Saul of Tarsus realize the 
resurrecting power of Jesus until our 
risen Savior spoke His name plainly 
on the road to Damascus. Little did 
we realize the power of the resurrec- 
tion until King Jesus spoke our name 
and condemned us of our unbelief and 
poor insight of His Word. 

The first thing Mary Magdalene did 
after seeing the reality of the risen 
King was to go and tell someone else. 
The first thing Saul did after making 
an acquaintance with the exalted 
One, was to go and tell the good tid- 
ings to someone else. Although time 
has changed, the power of the resur- 
rection has not. After we know the 
reality of the quickening power that 
raised Jesus from the dead, we must 
go into all the world and say as Job. 
“T know that my Redeemer liveth,” 
because, text, “He is not here, for he 
is risen,” Matt. 28:6. 

It was in a garden where our hopes 
were lost by Eve’s first sin. It was also 
in a garden where the Giver of hope 
first appeared after His resurrection. 
It was a woman who first sinned. It 
was a woman to whom He first ap- 
peared after He had bought back tre 
tree of life by overcoming every force 
of the devil, the last being the resur- 
rection. 

The resurrection is the hub of the 
wheel of Christianity. If the cold and 
lifeless form of Jesus, lying embalmed 
in the sepulchre, had not used the 
power invested in Him by His Father 
and the Holy Ghost, arose and serene- 
ly stepped forth King of kings and 
Lord of lords, we would never have 
known whether the sacrifice of the 
Son’s life was accepted or not.

power that those bodies will possess, 
but we are safe in saying that no 
weakness nor deformity will be 
known, neither will there be any lim- 
itation of space, for we shall pass 
from one place to another as Jesus 
did in His resurrected body because 
of His resurrection power. 

We will then have perfection of 
mind and body in every respect. The 
ear will be keen enough to hear 
through any space and we will go 
from strength to strength in the 
Spirit. We will then be able to see 
and comprehend, and, undoubtedly, 
throughout all the ages of eternity 
we will meditate upon the great love 
which God had for the human family. 

We will also have a “spiritual body,” 
for again Paul tells us that it is sown 
a natural body but it is raised a 
spiritual one. And this spiritual body 
will be a perfect vessel for the ran- 
somed soul; it will be the body of 
the spiritual man, fulfilling all the 
desires of the spiritual life. Many 
times in this earthly body the spirit 
is willing but the flesh is weak, but 
not so with the body we shall receive 
on the resurrection morning. 

Before we bring this article to a 
close we would remind you that this 
is only one side of the picture. These 
words apply only to us as saints of 
God, and these promises are written 
for His own. Then we like to quote the 
words of the sacred writer that, “as 
we have borne the image of the 
earthly we shall also bear the image 
of the heavenly.”

The Word says, “For he that 
soweth to his flesh shall of the flesh 
reap corruption, but he that soweth 
to the Spirit shall of the Spirit reap 
life everlasting.”

In the early summer last year, the 
congregation of the Church of God 
at Macon, Georgia, began to raise 
funds for the construction of a new 
church building. With these funds 
and money borrowed from a friend, 
work on the new building was begun 
during the month of July, and the 
first service was conducted the sec- 
ond Sunday in November by the state 
overseer, Rev. A. V. Beaube. 

The construction of the building is 
of solid brick walls, plastered on the 
inside. The building is ceiled with the 
best grade of celotex, and has hard- 
wood floors. There is a vestibule at 
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the front, two cloak rooms at the 
ends of the rostrum, and space in the 
basement for four Sunday School 
rooms. The Macon church has also 
purchased the dwelling with the five 
lots connecting with the church lots. 
The parsonage contains five rooms 
with bath, and a full sized basement. 
The entire plant, the two buildings 
with the thirteen lots (all of which 
now belong to the church), has been 
estimated to have a value of not less 
than twelve thousand dollars. 

The services are good with over- 
flow congregations sometimes on 
Sunday nights. The church plant is 


one of the nicest in the section of 
the city, and is considered a great 
asset to the community.

Judas and Thomas, when through the 
closed doors Jesus appeared in the 
midst of the weary, heartbroken 
group. Instantly He removed their 
fears; confirmed their faith, by 
showing them His battle scars, the 
nail prints in His hands, and His 
pierced side; restored their hopes, 
erased their doubts; breathed on them 
and said, “Receive ye the Holy Ghost.” 

His sixth appearance was on the 
next Lord’s day to the disciples, with 
Thomas present. At the invitation of 
Jesus, “Reach hither thy finger and 
behold my hands, and reach hither 
thy hand and thrust it into my side, 
and be not faithless but believing,” 
Thomas answered, “My Lord and my 
God.” 

The seventh epiphany was when 
the eleven disciples met Jesus by ap- 
pointment in the mountain in Galilee. 
The eighth manifestation was to 
seven of the apostles when Peter 
(who had previously been humiliated 
but who had deeply repented because 
of his failure in denying his Lord) 
was instructed by Jesus that he feed 
His lambs, and His sheep. The ninth 
appearance was unto five hundred of 
the brethren at once. The tenth ap- 
pearance was unto James, the broth- 
er of our Lord. Possibly the Lord 
wished to clear the clouded concep- 
tion that James had relative to Jew- 
ish prejudices. No doubt, this meet- 
ing alone with James the Just was 
significantly important, for later 
James became the moderator of the 
first meeting of the disciples at Jeru- 
salem. 

The eleventh epiphany terminated 
with our Lord’s ascension into heav- 
en. It is connected with Jerusalem 
and Olivet, beginning probably at 
Jerusalem and continuing all night 
and ending the next day in His as- 
cension from the Mount of Olives. 
There Jesus left His disciples with His 
commission burning in their hearts; 
and leaping for joy, they returned to 
Jerusalem in pursuit of His plan. 

Yes, there were many witnesses of 
the resurrection of the Lord; and as 
guilty Pilate, after attempting to ex- 
cuse himself from the blood of Christ 
by washing his hands in water, still 
had Christ on his hands, so the ene- 
mies of the resurrection had certain 
effects the causes of which could be 
traced only to the fact of Christ’s 
resurrection. They were actually 
afraid of the dead body of the Lord 
and they feared that He would rise 
on the third day, as He had said He 
would. They therefore placed soldiers 
on guard under strict orders. 

And their suspicions were justified. 
The God of the universe, who had 
made all things that were made and 
without Him was not anything made 
that was made, the One who made 
the very hill upon which He was to 
be hanged, caused the tree to grow 
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from which was made the beams on 
which His body was placed, made the 
very iron that trinkled its way 
through the courses of the rock and 
was melted and beaten into the nails 
that pierced His precious hands—He 
who could have commanded twelve 
legions of angels to His rescue—yes, 
He who in the eternal felicities of the 
glorious presence of His Father be- 
fore the foundation of the worlds 
were laid, had determined that these 
things should be. He had agreed to 
pay this price—the price of death— 
to rescue fallen humanity. When He 
came, He said, “All power is given un- 
to me in heaven and in earth.” “I 
have power to lay it (my life) down, 
and I have power to take it again.” 
Praise God! 

We therefore have a rignt to claim 
that we are the children of God, born 
again, new creatures in Christ Jesus, 
alive in Him. John says that we know 
we have passed from death unto life 
because we love the brethren. We 
know in whom we have believed. Our 
hopes are anchored in Him. If the 
Lord does not come before we are 
called to meet death, we can expect 
this same Jesus to quicken our mortal 
bodies and change us to His likeness 
so that we may be forever with our 
Lord. Praise God for the eternal hope 
of the resurrection!
